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INTRODUCTION 

This  document  constitutes  the  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  on 
grazing  management  in  the  South  Dakota  Resource  Area. 
Furthermore,  this  RPS  sets  the  course  of  action  for  the  grazing 
management  program  as  analyzed  in  the  South  Dakota  Final  Resource 
Management  Plan/Environmental  Impact  Statement  (RMP/EIS) . 

Background 

The  South  Dakota  Resource  Area  encompasses  approximately  280,672 
acres  of  public  land.  There  are  458  ranch  allotments  containing 
public  land.  The  majority  of  the  public  land  is  located  in 
Brule,  Butte,  Custer,  Fall  River,  Haakon,  Harding,  Jackson, 
Lawrence,  Lyman,  Meade,  Pennington,  Perkins,  and  Stanley 
counties.  All  of  the  counties,  except  Brule  County,  are  located 
west  of  the  Missouri  River.  Grazing  administration  authority  is 
granted  primarily  by  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act  of  1934,  as  amended, 
the  Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act,  and  the  Public 
Rangelands  Improvement  Act. 

There  are  some  large  tracts  of  public  land,  but  most  of  the  BLM 
administered  lands  are  scattered  and/or  isolated  tracts 
intermingled  with  private  and  state  lands.  The  geography  of  the 
area  ranges  from  rough  river  breaks  to  rolling  prairies  to  pine 
covered  hills. 

Most  of  the  public  land  is  in  good  to  excellent  range  condition 
(76%)  with  scattered  areas  in  fair  condition  (20%)   (See  Table 
1). 

Allotment  capacities  were  generally  developed  from  range  surveys 
(Missouri  River  Basin  Studies)  done  in  the  1950's  (BLM,  1952; 
BLM,  1954;  BLM,  1957)  and  substantiated  by  use  records  and 
professional  judgment.  Allotment  statistics  are  shown  in 
Appendix  1. 

Wildlife  species  which  inhabit  the  area  include  deer,  antelope, 
coyote,  fox,  bobcat,  sage  grouse,  sharptail  grouse,  Hungarian 
partridge,  turkey,  pheasant,  and  various  waterfowl  species, 
passerine  birds  and  small  mammals.  Fish  are  found  in  the  major 
streams,  rivers,  and  in  some  reservoirs. 

No  threatened  or  endangered  species  are  known  to  occur  in  the 
area. 

The  Rangeland  Program 

The  rangeland  program  is  the  same  as  the  proposed  action  as 
defined  in  the  South  Dakota  Resource  Area  -  RMP/EIS.  This 
program  is  similar  to  the  present  level  of  management. 


Vege tat ion/Al location 

In  this  program,  45,305  animal  unit  months  (AUM)  authorized  in 
458  livestock  allotments  will  continue  in  the  short  term.  No 
grazing  adjustments  would  be  made  unless  adequate  monitoring 
indicated  that  an  adjustment  of  livestock  use  would  best  resolve 
the  resource  problem. 

The  RMP/EIS  Preferred  Alternative  projected  that  a  potential 
5,062  AUM  increase  could  be  made  available  to  livestock.  This 
increase  would  be  possible  if  all  the  proposed  range 
improvements,  land  treatments  and  grazing  systems  were  completed 
and  implemented.  Along  with  the  5,062  AUM  increase  for 
livestock,  an  additional  11,705  AUM  increase  is  projected  for 
uses  such  as  wildlife,  watershed  improvements,  etc. 

Grazing  Management 

All  grazing  allotments  in  the  South  Dakota  Resource  Area  were 
placed  in  one  of  three  categories:  Maintain  (M) ,  Improve  (I),  or 
Custodial  (C) ,  based  on  an  analysis  of  the  existing  situation. 

Factors  used  in  evaluating  the  allotments  included:  resource 
potential,  resource  use  conflicts  or  controversy,  opportunity  for 
positive  economic  return,  the  present  management  situation, 
present  resource  conditions,  and  other  criteria  as  appropriate. 
Table  1  details  range  condition  acreages  within  management 
categories.

The  ojectives  for  allotments  in  each  category  are:  1)  M:  maintain 
conditions  as  they  are  -  allotments  are  generally  in  good  to  excellent 
condition;  2)  I:  improve  range  condition  on  the  allotment  until  it 
qualifies  as  a  maintain  allotment;  3)  C:  provide  low  intensity 
management  unless  changing  resource  conditions  require  a  change  to  the 
improve  category. 

Grazing  systems  which  could  be  used  include  season  long  grazing, 
rest  rotation,  deferred  rotation,  or  high  intensity-short 
duration.  Systems  would  be  designed  to  meet  multiple  use 
objectives.  Adjustments  or  amendments  to  activity  plans  and 
grazing  systems  will  be  made  as  shown  necessary  by  evaluation  of 
resource  conditions  and  monitoring  data. 
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Range  Improvements 

Range  improvements  include  water  developments,  fencing  and  land 
treatments  needed  for  livestock  management.  Land  treatments  could 
include  mechanical,  chemical,  and  prescribed  fire  treatments. 
Historically,  approximately  2  miles  of  fence  and  eight  water 
sources  have  been  constructed  annually.  Control  of  prairie  dogs 
will  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  Miles  City  BLM  Prairie  Dog 
Policy. 

Monitoring 

This  section  prescribes  overall  guidance  regarding  monitoring  in 
the  resource  area. 

The  general  purposes  of  monitoring  will  be: 

(1)  To  determine  if  an  action  is  meeting  the  objective  for 
which  it  was  designed; 

(2)  To  identify  unanticipated  effects; 

(3)  To  identify  if  changes  in  management  actions  are 
needed; 

(4)  To  determine  if  mitigation  measures  are  working  as 
prescribed. 

The  monitoring  intensity  of  an  allotment  will  be  determined  by  the 
nature  and  severity  of  the  resource  problems  or  conflicts  that  are 
present.  Monitoring  will  be  designed  to  measure  the 
accomplishment  of  objectives  specified  in  the  RMP/EIS  which  are: 
1.  Improve  fair  condition  ranges  to  good  or  better,  2.  Maintain 
areas  which  are  currently  in  good  or  better  condition,  and  3. 
Evaluate  the  condition  and  production  of  allotments  for  which  the 
grazing  preference  exceeds  the  estimate  of  production. 

Monitoring  efforts  will  focus  on  allotments  in  the  improve 
category.  The  data  provided  by  these  studies  will  be  used  to 
evaluate  stocking  rates,  to  schedule  pasture  moves,  to  determine 
levels  of  forage  competition,  to  detect  changes  in  plant 
communities,  and  to  identify  patterns  of  forage  use. 

The  data  collected  from  the  monitoring  and  evaluation  process  will 
provide  information  regarding  the  effects  of  the  management 
actions  being  taken.  If  monitoring  indicates  that  significant 
adverse  impacts  are  occurring  or  that  mitigation  measures  are  not 
working  as  desired,  management  actions  would  be  changed  to 
accomplish  objectives.  If  monitoring  indicated  that  management 
actions  are  successfully  meeting  objectives,  the  level  of 
monitoring  frequency  and  intensity  would  be  reduced  to  a 
maintenance  level. 

Monitoring  Prioritization 

Priority  for  monitoring  will  be:  1.  existing  AMPs;  2.  I  Category 
Allotments;  3.  M  Category  Allotments,  and  4.  C  Category 
Allotments.  The  minimum  techniques,  frequencies,  and  intensities 
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for  collection  of  monitoring  information  is  specified  in  District 
policy  and  will  be  included  in  the  Area  monitoring  plan. 

Allotment  specific  monitoring  priorities  are  shown  in  Table  2. 
The  method  used  to  determine  the  allotment  priority  is  shown  in 
Appendix  2.

Evaluation 

Allotment  monitoring  data  will  be  evaluated  as  specified  in  Bureau 
Technical  Reference  4400-7,  Rangeland  Monitoring-Analysis, 
Interpretation,  and  Evaluation;  and  as  required  by  policy  and  the 
resource  area  monitoring  plan.  Evaluations  will  be  conducted  in 
the  third  and  fifth  year  after  completion  of  this  document. 

Evaluation  documentation  will  be  used  to:   1.  determine  if 
management  is  meeting  objectives,  2.  develop  new  or  revised 
management  objectives,  and  3.  provide  rationale  and  documentation 
to  support  management  decisions. 


If  evaluations  show  that  adjustments  are  necessary,  they  will  be 
made  only  after  coordination  and  consultation  with  allotment 
operators. 


Activity  Plan  Development 

Activity  plans  will  be  issued  prior  to  construction  of  range 
improvements,  at  the  time  a  lease  is  assigned  or  prior  to  issuance 
of  a  new  ten  year  lease.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  I  category 
allotments  and  on  allotments  where  the  grazing  preference  exceeds 
the  estimated  production.  The  priority  for  activity  plan 
development  is  the  same  as  the  monitoring  priority  (See  Table  2) 
except  in  cases  involving  lease  expiration  or  assignment. 

Consultation 

In  1982,  as  part  of  the  scoping  process  for  the  South  Dakota 
RMP/EIS,  consultation  with  the  permittees  was  initiated.   This  is 
an  ongoing  process  and  consultation  with  the  affected  range  users 
and  other  interested  parties  is  critical  in  the  management  of  the 
range. 

Release  of  the  South  Dakota  Rangeland  Program  Summary  serves  as 
public  notice  of  the  range  management  program. 

The  Alternatives 

With  the  exception  of  the  proposed  alternative,  the  descriptions 
of  the  alternatives  are  identical  to  those  in  the  South  Dakota 
Final  RMP/EIS. 

Proposed  Alternative 

Changes  in  grazing  management,  range  improvements,  and  mechanical 
treatment  would  result  in  31,783  acres  of  fair  condition  range  on 
M  or  I  allotments  improving  to  good  or  better  condition.  A  total 
of  7,372  acres,  regardless  of  condition,  has  the  potential  to  be 
converted  to  tame  pasture.  Management  of  livestock  on  1,331  acres 
of  riparian  areas  and  deferment  of  grazing  on  6,082  acres  of 
fragile  soils  would  accelerate  improvements  in  range  condition. 

Subject  to  monitoring,  there  would  be  31  M  and  I  category 
allotments  receiving  increases  and  21  M  and  I  category  allotments 
receiving  decreases  in  authorized  use.   The  net  result  would  be  an 
11.2  percent  increase  in  livestock  use  of  5,062  AUMs  from  the 
current  level  of  45,305.   There  would  be  no  change  in  376  C 
category  allotments. 

Forage  available  for  wildlife  would  increase  11,705  AUMs  or  10.1 
percent. 

Rationale  For  Selection  of  the  Proposed  Alternative 

This  alternative  is  a  mix  of  the  other  alternatives.   It  provides 
for  resource  management  which  best  resolves  the  planning  questions 
and  criteria  and  includes  full  consideration  of  multiple-use  and 
environmental  consequences. 


Alternative  A 

Grazing  management  would  result  in  31,783  acres  of  fair  condition 
range  on  M  or  I  allotments  improving  to  good  or  better  condition. 

There  would  be  no  change  in  the  allotments.  Forage  available  for 
wildlife  would  increase  12,184  AUMs  or  10.5  percent. 

Alternative  B 

Changes  in  grazing  management,  range  improvements,  and  mechanical 
treatment  would  result  in  31,783  acres  of  fair  condition  range  on 
M  or  I  allotments  improving  to  good  or  better  condition. 

Subject  to  monitoring,  there  would  be  30  M  and  I  category 
allotments  receiving  increases  and  37  M  and  I  category  allotments 
receiving  decreases  in  authorizrd  use.  The  net  result  would  be  a 
5.2  percent  decrease  in  livestock  use  of  2,371  AUMs  from  the 
current  level  of  45,305.  There  would  be  no  change  in  376  C 
category  allotments.         , 

Forage  available  for  wildlife  would  increase  12,699  AUMs  or  10.9 
percent. 


Alternative  C 

Changes  in  grazing  management,  range  improvements,  and  mechanical 
treatment  would  result  in  31,783  acres  of  fair  condition  range  on 
M  or  I  allotments  improving  to  good  or  better  condition.  A  total 
of  8,115  acres,  regardless  of  condition,  has  the  potential  to  be 
converted  to  tame  pasture. 

Subject  to  monitoring,  there  would  be  45  M  and  I  category 
allotments  receiving  increases  and  23  M  and  I  category  allotments 
receiving  decreases  in  authorized  use.  The  net  result  would  be  a 
26  percent  increase  in  livestock  use  of  12,207  AUMs  from  the 
current  level  of  45,305.  There  would  be  no  change  in  376  C 
category  allotments. 

Forage  available  for  wildlife  would  increase  14,154  AUMs  or  12 
percent. 

Alternative  D 

Changes  in  grazing  management,  range  improvements,  and  mechanical 
treatment  would  result  in  31,783  acres  of  fair  condition  range  on 
M  or  I  allotments  improving  to  good  or  better  condition.  A  total 
of  6,725  acres,  regardless  of  condition,  has  the  potential  to  be 
converted  to  tame  pasture.  Management  of  livestock  on  1,331  acres 
of  riparian  areas  and  deferment  of  grazing  on  29,306  acres  of 
fragile  soils  would  accelerate  improvements  in  range  condition. 

Subject  to  monitoring,  there  would  be  38  M  and  I  category 
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allotments  receiving  increases  and  30  M  and  I  category  allotments 
receiving  decreases  in  authorized  use.  The  net  result  would  be  an 
18.1  percent  increase  in  livestock  use  of  8,188  AUMs  from  the 
current  level  of  45,305.  There  would  be  no  change  in  the  376  C 
category  allotments. 

Forage  available  for  wildlife  would  increase  21,357  AUMs  or  18.4 
percent. 

No  Grazing 

The  elimination  of  livestock  grazing  from  the  public  lands  did  not 
surface  as  an  issue  during  the  scoping  process;  however,  it  was 
considered  as  a  possible  method  of  resolving  the  vegetation 
apportionment  issue.  Based  on  interdisciplinary  analysis,  the  no 
grazing  alternative  was  eliminated.  Resource  conditions 
(vegetation,  watershed  and  wildlife  habitat)  do  not  warrant  an 
areawide  prohibition  of  livestock  grazing.  This  is  supported  by 
the  fact  that  77.3  percent  of  lands  suitable  for  grazing  are  in 
good  or  excellent  condition.   (See  Table  2-1.) 

Other  reasons  this  alternative  was  not  analyzed  are:   (1)  the 
highly  fragmented  pattern  of  public  lands  in  the  Resource  Area, 
which  would  necessitate  extensive  fence  construction  and 
maintenance  to  effectively  exclude  livestock  from  the  public  land. 
Fencing  would  not  only  be  extremely  costly  but  also  would  disrupt 
wildlife  movement  and  affect  public  access;  (2)  the  overall 
economic  and  social  impacts  of  no  grazing  were  considered 
unacceptable.
